Bob, 


You will only have RF on the outside of the coax, which is an unbalanced 
feed line, if you are feeding a balanced antenna and don't use a choke 
balun at the antenna feed point to balance the currents at that point. 
The ferrite choke balun by W2DU is probably the most efficient. 

Your tuner is not just "fooling the transmitter" as you may have heard 
from some ham 

conversations. It is actually matching the transmitter final output 
impedance to the antenna system input impedance so that all of the power 
will be transferred to the antenna system. There are impedance matching 
circuits all through your transceiver, this is just another one. There 
are always some losses in a tuner and antenna system but they are mostly 
insignificant if good practices are used when building them.

Bill, 
For over twenty years, I've had very good luck hanging wires with help from 


an ultra-light fishing rod & reel. I'm a klutz with the sling-shot and 
dangerous with the bow & arrow. 


I normally use 4 or 6 pound test and a bell sinker. Replace the messenger 
with heavier test monofilament prior to hauling the antenna in place. If I 
can find lead or brass rod I prefer that over the bell sinker. The former 
being a little longer for the same weight has less tendency to wrap itself 
around a branch if pulled up too quickly. 


The best two-hand toss I ever made was in a small neighborhood park in 
Greenwich, CT while running portable. Right over a little projecting limb, 
that I was aiming for, of course. <g> 


I wuz real proud of that throw! I marked the withdrawl line on the reel 
with a felt tip pen and later measured it at exactly 81' directly below the 
pivot point. I hung a 105' tuned doublet configured as a "vertical slanter" 
from this tree and did very well with it. 


Couple of things! Buy a range of sinker weights until you find the weight 
that works best with your rig. 

Also, know what your doing before casting. It's awkward for me casting up 
instead of out. If the line snaps no telling where the weight will end up. 

I always lose sight of the thing and hate that pregnant pause while waiting 
for it come down. Hopefully, not on my head and not on someone's house or Car. 


And, make sure the reel has a full spool or close to it. The ultra-lights 
don't hold much line. 75' up means 150' of line total and a little extra if 
you are not directly under the return point. 


Finally, I have not had consistently good luck using monofilament in pines, 
depending on the type of pine and the season. Winter temperatures 
definitely being better than summer. The sap can get on the line quickly 
once it rubs up against the bark, especially under pressure from raising an 
antenna. Then things can get bogged down. 


Having said the above, an acquaintance of mine used a bow & arrow with good 
results. But, he added strip lead around the arrow just behind the hunting 
point. If not, the arrow didn't have enough weight to pull the line through 
the trees and back down. 


Hope this helps Bill. Best of luck with the new place.

Bob - Although you don't give any details of the antenna you are trying to 
match, I will try to help answer your questions. 


If you have "RF running down the braid" of your coax, an antenna tuner will 
probably not cure it. The RF is caused by an imblance in the 
antenna/feedline system, not an impedance mismatch. It is bad practice to 
feed an balanced anenna (dipole) with an unbalanced feeder (coax) without 
providing some sort of balanced to unbalanced transition. Lots of people get 
away iwth it, but that doesn't make it right. A choke balun at the antenna 
will usually do the job. For particularly tough situations you may need 
another choke balun at the tuner. If you can't install a choke balun at the 
antenna, one at the antenna tuner will help some. I suppose it is a bit cold 
there to be doing antenna work in the middle of winter. 


A simple choke balun can be wound from caox. The antenna book and handbook 
provide details. These are most effective for single band use, but they can 
be used for more than one band.

If your coax fed antenna is very far off resonance, you may have excessive 
loss in the coax due to high SWR.

Many answered just to let me 
know that I was getting out, but then stuck around to 
chat. 


I encourage everyone to do the same -- a nice way to 
spread the news of QRP.

As a long time practitioner of the sling shot method, (see NJQRP HB #1 & 
2), I recommend a 3 oz. teardrop sinker, 18-20 1b. line on the bottom half 
of a spin casting rod. 


Most wrist rocket types will propel a 3 oz. sinker to a maximum of 80 - 100' 
vertically when loaded with the spin casting gear. The sinker also is 
minimum you'll need to reliably pull the line down thru the sappy, sometimes 
very sticky pines. I've lost dozens of 2 oz. jobs on various outings. 4 oz 
is good for 50 - 60' max. 


You should have no problem at all getting a shot over the top of a 70' pine 
from 25' away. In fact, the high trajectory ensures that you'll get a 
desirable drop close to the trunk, rather than stretching over the outside 
of the limbs. You've got a great circumstance there, Bill.... make the most 
of it!

Hi All, 


Someone asked for ideas about a simple antenna to take into a hotel/motel 
room. 


Here is one that I have used with success. I'll leave it to the folks that 
understand antennas to tell if it x*should** work or not! And I am NOT 
making any fancy claims about it. Heck, I may have lost more power than I 
radiated but at least I made QSO's! :-) 


Anyway, take a few (I used 5) wires that are about 16' long. 


Lay out all but one on the floor and connect together in the center using 
wire nuts. (You knew that was coming, right?) 


Take the one remaining wire and put one end as high as you can get it. I 
often use a window curtain rod as the top support. Wind the left over 
vertical wire around most anything that isn't metal. I have used chair 
legs, toilet paper rolls, plastic pipe and a fishing rod. This gives you 
something like a loading coil at the base of the vertical. 


Again using wire nuts, connect the center conductor of a short piece of coax 
to the vertical element at the bottom of the coil and connect the shield to 
the center point of the radials. Wire nuts work fine but I have even just 
twisted the wires together when I didn't have the wire nuts. 


Now connect the coax jumper to a antenna tuner and have fun. 


I run the radials around as best I can. Sometimes they have been just 
"wadded" up here and there. 


But I have made many QSO's that way. 
Simple. Cheap. Easy to carry. 
Efficient?? I doubt it. But see the last sentence! :-) 


And in many of the old handbooks there was a little antenna made from a car 
antenna. One of the old ones that you had to pull up to get the weak 
stations. Anyway it was connected to a air wound coil that had a tap on it 
and a big variable cap.

conversations. It is actually matching the transmitter final output 
impedance to the antenna system input impedance so that all of the 
power

I just have to jump in here, because this is one of my 
hot buttons. 


An antenna tuner/matcher does *not*« match the transmitter 
output impedance to the antenna. 


It really is just the other way around. The ATU transforms 
(matches) the impedance seen at the shack end of the 

feedline to the impedance that the transmitter xneeds to seex 
to deliver it's designed power output (usually 50 ohms). 


When designing a transmitter output stage for ham use 

(that is, excluding Class A, which is xrarely*x used) the 
design equations don't even mention "output" impedance. 

The dependent variables are (to a first order approximation) 
supply voltage and load resistance (usually 50 ohms). 

The independent variable is of course, power output.

If you're only pumping 5 watts or less of RF, it makes sense to pay attention 
to the line connecting your rig to the antenna. It is pretty widely known 
that a matched (1:1 swr) length of coax will have more loss than the same 
length of open-wire line with a gross mismatch (swr of 20:1 or greater). 


Less understood is that the rf performance of open wire feedlines can vary 
considerably. For one, upsetting the balance between the two conductors will 


encourage a degree of feedline radiation, and that means less soup going up 
the pipe to arrive at the radiator. Also, if you plan on bringing a balanced 
feedline inside and running it all around the shack walls, it would be better 
to transition, at the point of entry, to two paralleled lengths of coax to 
gain the benefit of shielding. Four-wire lines are another way to increase 
the immunity of open feedlines to deleterious proximity effects, but their 
geometry is such that it is darn near impossible to turn a corner with them. 


Next come the ingredients of the open-wire feedline itself. That universally 
available black window pane stuff ain't "open" if, when I measure it, 58 
percent of the windows are closed! With all that solid-state dielectric, you 
can be sure that its wet-weather performance will vary considerably from what 
it is when dry. Sure, you can cut out and narrow a lot of the windows with 
heavy scissors and a wood chisel, yet still retain enough of the insulation 
to keep the lines reasonably parallel. That's a lot of work. Furthermore, 
it doesn't address another problem: with what they use for conductors, the 
manufacturers make some, or all, of the wrong choices, and the product they 
offer for sale is certain to offer inferior rf performance. 


If you want a good feedline, don't use stranded wire--that means any stranded 
wire, no matter what it is made of, and for goodness sake stay away from 
anything that has iron, steel, nickel or anything magnetic in it. That's the 
first commandment. Going a bit further, to explain, the individual strands 
never make perfect contact with one another, and their spiral configuration 
introduces inductance and eddy current losses. Any corrosion or rust on the 
strands exacerbates these effects. As for magnetic materials, you need to 
delve into the relationship between permeability and skin effect. It has 
been my experience that steel or steel-cored conductors are particularly evil 
when there are standing waves present, something which occurs in an impedance 
matching stub, or when a balanced feedline has already been chosen over coax 
to mitigate an unavoidably severe impedance mismatch at the antenna feedpoint. 


An introduction to the subject of feedline conductors, written by N6LF, 
appears in the November/December 2000 edition of QEX. There's nothing new 
here. To go further, read Circular no. 74 of the Bureau of Standards (over 
300 pages), and it was only issued in March of 1918! Even more tantalizing 
is the bibliography section covering high-frequency resistance, which 
includes gems like "Skin Effect in Round Wire", published in 1886, "Skin 
Effects in Stranded Conductors to Oscillatory Currents", published in 1903, 
or "Measurements on Stranded Conductors", 1909, plus 11 others on pretty much 
the same topic. Authors include still-known names like Kennely and Lord 
Kelvin, though most are German. It's perhaps known that Litzendraht, or 
"litz" wire, with its amazing rf properties, was invented in Germany before 
the first World War. 


With all this knowledge out there nearly a century ago, it's a shame for time 
and material resources to be wasted to re-invent the wheel. Yet it should be 
a comfort that whoever cares can readily make a better feedline than anything 


now being produced commercially

There's nothing better than a a 30"-long weighted arrow 
traveling at better than 150 miles an hour to pierce straight through twigs 
and foliage. If it strikes an object, it will change course, but the arrow's 
extreme length in relation to its mass keeps it from winding the trailing 
line around objects in its path. However, if a small weight shot from a 
slingshot hits anything, it will ricochet wildly and tangle the trailing line. 


Don't worry about the shooting angle. You'll be able to fire nearly straight 
up, and with a 55-pound draw have a pretty flat trajectory to beyond 70 feet 
with a 55-75-gram total weight arrow. 


Use 75 or 100-pound test kite line. At a point a couple of inches back of 
the line's attachment to the arrow, fray the line slightly with a knife blade 
to establish a break point in the line in case things get stuck and you have 
to break the line to recover the arrow. Estimate the distance that you'll 
be shooting, add about 10-20 feet, lay that total amount of line out ona 
plastic tarpaulin in a back-and-forth S-shape pattern, wrap the upstream end 
of the line once around a rock and let ‘er rip! The plastic tarpaulin 
provides the line with a friction-free launch pad and the rock limits how 
far the arrow will travel--enough to put the line at or near where you want 
it, and not so far that it gets into a neighbor's property. 


Never attempt to retrieve the arrow by pulling it back. Pay out more line 
and lower the arrow by tweaking the upward-running line to make the arrow 
descend.

hi Bill - 25 feet from the trunks is MUCH better than straight below. 


The pro climber idea may be the best approach - while he or she is 
up there they can get any offending branches out of your way. 


If not, my low tech approach is the proverbial sling shot. I use flat 

1/2 ounce weights and 12 pound line - I have never broken this line, yet 
it is light enough to be pulled up by the 1/2 ounce weight. The line also 
takes a good amount of tugging and yanking. The stuff cost me all of 
$1.69 for 500 yards. Do take the time to learn a good fishing knot to 

tie the line to the weight to it don't come off. 


The spool of line sits on the ground behind me so that it plays out 
smoothly off the side of it. Take care to position the weight and line 
over the sling shot to prevent a tangle. A couple small stones for 
practice shots is also a good idea - a few minutes getting the feel of 
it will really help! 


When you pull up the cord, tape the know well so that it passes smoothly 
over and thru any branches - a snag after you get the line up and over The 
Perfect Branch can be very frustrating! 


But since you are starting out, don't be concerned about maybe having to 
try a few times, or redo one a few times. You'll get better with practice. 
After hanging only 5 or 6 antennas, I can generally hit the right branch 

on the first or second try (and I have never been a good shot at ANYTHING!). 


Eye and head protection are a Real Good Idea for almost ANY antenna project!-) 


hope this helps a little!

Gang, 
A couple of hints for 30 meters. 


1. Working at power levels below 1W is best compared to hitch hiking across 
some roads in west Texas. You will probably stand beside the road for some 
time before some one comes along and gives you a ride. 


I put the SWL-30 with CMOS 3 in beacon mode with my CQ and start it up. 

I'll listen carefully for a minute or two and then work on the computer or 
solder. Then when I hear a station call me I'll hit the paddle to make sure 
the keyer doesn't start up while I'm copying. And I have a surprise for the 
gang at Atlanticon and Ft. Smith. You gotta be there on this one..... t-) 


And sometimes it does take more than 4 or 5 minutes to get a response, but 
patience does pay off. You might get a call back on the first CQ, but most 
of the time it does take several. It's like watching paint dry --- it takes 
time. 


2. And it doesn't hurt to tune from one end of the band (or whatever range your 
rig will cover) to the other and listen for someone else calling CQ. It is 
possible that only two people are on the band --- you and the other station 


and if one of you isn't moving then you'll not hear each other. 


So today I was tuning down the low end of the band and I hear a station 
calling 

CQ and he is about 559 or 549 according to my ear. Hey, I can't spare any 
room 

on the front panel for an audio derived S-meter.... It's a K1 calling (not 
the 

rig but the call area) CQ so I say what the heck and give him a 
call. Prrrrye 

He is in ME (Maine for those not used to the official USPS abbreviation for 
that 

state) and he is running only 5W with a TenTec Scout. He comes back 
immediately 

to my call. There is joy in Mudville tonight..... 


The point. Don't assume anything about the other station. He/she may also be 
QRP or QRPp and will be able to hear your peanut whistle. This business of 


some 
people recommending that you call only the strong stations isn't true. Call 
any one and every one. You can't work 'em if you don't call..... 


Also got WA by listening around and heard the call for the NW QRP net and 
worked 
net control. 


3. I don't know who the DX station was on 30 meters today generating the pileup 
that 

was about 8KHz or more wide. But I usually run the volume at 80% or higher on 
the 

SWL-30. I'm not deaf. It is just that it takes about 75% to hear the noise 

floor and just about anything else. BUT, some of the stations in the USofA I 

could copy with the volume all the way to minimum. This indicates to me from 

experience that these stations are not familiar with the 200W limit on the 
WARC 

band called thirty meters. Or they chose to ignore it in hopes of catching 
the 

rare one that they need. 


OK. Here is hoping that each and every one is working to do their part on 30m. I 
get many 

comments from the other stations that there are a large number of QRP stations on 
the 

band, so we are being heard. Keep up the good work.

The subject vacation was great fun, and having the K2 there was a terrific 
way to spend those odd moments when not being a tourist. #139 has all options 
(battery, ATU, NB, SSB, 160m). Modest QSO count (cw only) was: 10 from 
Munich; 8 from Salzburg; and 15 from Venice. 

The best radio performance of the trip was our during our last stop in 
Venice. This is because of a number of factors - Venice is surrounded by 
water, our hotel (Londra Palace) had extremely low RFI, and our room was 
pretty good for covert hamming. We were on the 4th floor with shuttered 
windows facing away from pedestrian traffic. The shutters extended out about 
2' and had an eyehook and hook where the shutters meet to secure them when 
closed. I routed a 33' wire through the eyehook, pushed the shutter out and 
let the wire drop. The shutter acted as a standoff and kept the wire away 
from the side of the hotel. This wire was tied to the center conductor of a 
10' piece of coax, and the shield was connected to a 17' wire that was 
wrapped around the inside of the hotel room and secured to the shower rod in 
the bathroom! Can't imagine what computer modeling would make of it, but it 
worked very well with the ATU matching most bands to 1.5:1 or better. Best DX 


was with Ron K4A0 on 40m at 0646z on 12/29, and also worked Geo, 5B4AGC and 
many Russians and UK stations. Doug, G3ZWH, who was running 250mw, and I 
chatted for a good 30 minutes on 14060. 

Salzburg was very difficult by comparison: surrounded by mountains, high 
RFI at the hotel (The Goldener Hirsch), and a room situated such that a wire 
tossed out the window would be immediately noticed. The room was quite large 
and I could fit a 20m dipole by bending it around corners. Had the best luck 
on 15, 12 and 10 meters with QSO's into Netherlands and Russia. High point 
here was meeting Andre, OE2ASL who stopped by the hotel Christmas Day and 
took us out for coffee. I had worked Andre mid-November from home. He came up 
to the room and spent a good half hour with the K2, marveling at all the 
features and compact size. 

Munich was somewhere in between - I could get a wire out the hotel window 
and RFI was less than in Salzburg but definitely a factor. Conditions seemed 
atrocious and most of the contacts were in Germany or closeby countries. 

Airport security didn't bother with the K2 until we were leaving Munich on 
12/31. The K2 travels in a soft computer shoulder bag along with the Schurr 
Portable Wabbler paddle, charger, adaptors for 220v, and wires/coax. I carry 
it on of course vice checking it through. The bag went through the Xray 
machine and the security guy called his manager for help. I took the K2 out 
and turned it on, took out the paddle and said "morse code." They looked at 
each other and let me go. I carry a phillips screwdriver in the bag just in 
case, but after 5 trips by air have never had to open up the radio. 

Being able to toss the K2 in a carry-on bag is one of its primary 
advantages. I take #139 along at every opportunity. If you haven't tried it, 
give it a shot.

Had I read the QST review of my Kenwood TS-140 and TS-50 before I bought 
them, I would not have. I d/l the reviews last year and they found so much 
wrong with both radios in phase lock noise and other failings they 
basically said don't buy it! 


I use both radios with all their apparent weakness and they work just 
fine. At least on 40 meters the noise coming down the coax exceeds the 
internal noise by many DB.

Looking for a small AC power supply to use with my FT-817 while 
travelling, I noticed that my laptop's switching power supply is rated 
at 3A. Unfortunately, it's also 19V - a little too high. Then I came 
across an ad by International Power Sources, Inc., for (even smaller) 
supplies. Going to their web page, I found a large number of options 
relative to voltage and current, including one with the following 
specifications: 


Model: CUP36-12-1 

Voltage: 13.5 VDC 

Current: 2.4 Amps 

Input Voltage: 90-264 VAC 

Input Line Frequency: 47-63 Hz 

Size: 0.79" x 1.97" x 4.33" 

Weight: 6 ounces, including 48" output cable. 


It also includes EMI filtering, short-circuit and overvoltage 
protection, and other features. Also uses the same AC cable as my 
laptop's power supply, but one is _not_ provided with the unit (Radio 
Shack sell one for a couple of bucks.) 


Well... I thought they probably would not sell single units to 
individuals, or that the price would be too high. Wrong on both 
counts. They do sell individual units, at $32.90, plus another six 
bucks shipping. 


So I bought one to try it out. First replaced the coaxial power 
connector with another more suitable to my needs, shortening the cable 
in the process (and dropping an ounce or two in the process). Concerned 
with EMI, I first put it on an oscilloscope at no and full loads. The 
latter showed significant "spikey" 100KHz ripple -- however, nothing was 
heard when the unit was used to power the FT-817 and a Small Wonder Labs 
SW-40. Jim, W1PID, subsequently bought a unit and also reports that it 
powers all his qrp rigs with no noticable noise. Note that neither of 
us did exhaustive testing for noise, so I can't guarantee that it isn't 
there. However, it doesn't appear to be a major problem.

I considered a group buy, but the savings would be around $5.00 for 
50-99 quantities - probably not worth the effort. Anyway, if you're in 
the market for a very small AC power supply for use when travelling,

I know nothing 
about a link coupler other than the schematic. Would it be worth the 
effort to build one??

HI Gang, 


Some time ago, I build a modified version of Jim's 2N2/40 receiver, 
using smt parts. (could fit in an Altiods tin!) However, I used an 11 
MHz L/C VFO and it was a little drifty for actual use. Last night I 
converted it to a "Super VXO" VFO and it works FB. Used a pair of 
11.0592 MHz xtals for the VXO, with a series 18 uhy molded choke (it 
seems only molded chokes work in VXO's) and tuned with a 1N4004 
diode. It needed a 8 pfd cap across the tuning diode for reliable 
oscillation. The IF is 4.00 Mhz and it tunes 7.043 to 7.015 MHz or 
so. (8V max tuning voltage)

these combinations will put the tuning range in the QRP segment of 
the bands.

I ran the DX-70T for 2 years, and the "noisy relay" is a subjective 
thing. It's slightly noisier than the reed relays in the Ten Tec 
Argonaut, far quieter than the Yaesu FT-707, FAR quieter than the SB1400 
but is quite audible. 


I ran semi-QSK with a 300-400 ms delay, and it was just fine. Your 
mileage may vary, but don't dismiss the rig on the relays. 


Performance was fine, the MF/HF receive is great, and the LF/VLF Rx was 
better than my Kenwood TS-140 and TS-680. 


The TX draw on "Low" is rather high, 5 - 7 amps for 10 watts out, but the 
draw on "High" was nominal, about 19 amps 


If you don't need 6 Meters, consider the Kenwood TS-50S. The keying is 
quieter, but the filters are expensive (the DX-70T has all the filters as 
stock items)
